Possible Cut in 
COTC Hours 


London, Ont., October 10— 
(CUP) — According to a release 


| from Western University Junior 


and Senior students may have 
their COTC training reduced to 
60 hours this year, under certain 


conditions. 


At a meeting this summer 
between representatives of the 
Universities and Officers of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force, 
recommendations were made to 
National Defence Headquarters 
as follows: All physically fit 
men to take training this year: 
first and second year men 110 
hours; third and fourth year 
men 60 hours provided that 
they have taken 110 hours in 
each of the first two years, have 
attended two camps, and have 
the permission of their Com- 


|manding Officer. All men must 


attend the two-week summer 
camp.

The power that many of these courageous men put in prayer 
is clearly manifested in the above excerpt. Every Friday at 8.25 
a Community Mass is offered for the boys overseas. Is it too 
much that we awake an hour earlier once a week for those 
chaps who are giving their all for US? RB
